“Thrift Week’’ to Tesch Art of 
Saving Money 


Thrift week, beginning January 17th, 
1920, has aroused national interest, ac- 
cording to reports that are coming into 
the Treasury Department under which 
the campaign of education in saving h.s 
been conducted successfully ever since 
the signing of the armistice. 

The program for the week begins 
with a day in which “Save first and 
spend afterward” is the text for speeches 
and admonitions that will encourage sys- 
tematic thrift. On Sunday sermons in 
all American pulpits will be delivered on 
the relation of economic life to religious 
well-being. Then there will be a Na- 
tional Life Insurance day, an Own Your 
Own Home Day, a Make Your Will day, 
a ‘Thrift in Industry day, a Family Bud- 
get day and last of all a Pay Your Bills 
day as a fitting end to a drive for finan- 
cial foresight and integrity. 

“The importance to the country of the 
practice of thrift and saving by the in- 
dividual is not readily appreciable until 
results in the aggregate are summed up,” 
said William) Mather Lewis, director of 
the Savings Division of the Treasury 
Department. “While the country was 
buying $20,000,000,000 worth of Liberty 
bonds it put away, also, more than 
$1,000,000,000 in war savings stamps. 
Savings bank deposits have increased 
about $8,000,000,000 since the world has 
been at war.” 

To the women who expend the greater 

part of the family income the Govern= 
ment looks for leadership ino thrift’ in 
the new vear when suffrage will bring 
larger responsibilities to the mothers and 
wives of the country. Despite all the 
efforts and warnings of the Government, 
luxuries have been more in demand since 
the war than ever before in the history 
of the United States, according to latest 
statistics, and here women can curtail 
needless outlay, it is pointed out. In- 
cluded in the luxuries are diamonds, 
rlimousines, costly furs and silken gar- 
ments of every description. The New 
York “Tribune” of recent date printed 
Pan interview with merchants who have 
opportunities to judge of the trend to- 
ward extravagance, 

“People who bought fur coats worth 
$200 before the war now spend S900 for 
them,” a dealer said. “That does not 
signify merely that prices have gone up. 
It means that buyers are willing to pay 
for better coats and we are selling five 
times as many as before.” 

A jeweler asserted that it was impos- 
sible to fill the orders for large and high- 
priced stones and there was a prefer- 
ence for platinum settings which are 
costher than gold. While the general 
prosperity of the reconstruction period 
naturally stimulates generous expendi- 
tures the Government stresses the need 
of preparing for a rainy day and of lay- 
ing foundations now for the building up 
of competencies in the future. “To this

Shall we cast under 
the feet of despotism, of century-old 
wrong, all that we supposed we had won 
in the victory that we have achieved? 
If that purpose is betrayed, woe to 
civilization, woe to the generations 
that are to follow us. Who can trust 
a promise if this one, to redeem which 
the noblest’ Ubation that the earth 
ever drank was poured out in unmea- 
sured and unstinted volume, shall be 
abandoned? Let all the world know that 
when* America speaks she speaks the 
voice of truth, she speaks the judgment 
of God, exercised to the freest and the 
noblest people to whom He could ever 
inrtust the design that He means to 
carry out for the welfare of the world.”

than the Board of Public Works is 
asking for an increase and a trifle more 
than will meet the new demands from 
our Fire Department. Then there re- 
mains the Health Department and the 


Police Department, the Lighting De- 
partment — all of whom clamor for 
more money. This money must. all 


come from our treasury for “thus saith 
the Lord’? no money can be taken out 
that is not first put in and no money 
will be put in save by taxation. 763 
percent of such taxes comeefrom our 
real estate. Our treasury starts, this 
vear $14,800 behind that of last year. 
Last year it received $1,800 from Bay 
State Street Railroad, but this source of 
income is no longer available; last year 
there was $14,000 cash on hand, while 
this vear there is $10,000 less, or only 
$1,000. Last vear we paid the State 
Highway $6,589.00 and will need to pay 
more this vear. 

This cost for state roads in addition 
to the cost of maintaining our own 
roads should be remembered at Town 
meeting when we are pleaded with for 
new construction and the plea is sugar- 
coated by the statement that ‘if we will 
vote $5,000 the state will give $5,000.00." 
Last year we voted $5,000 for Lowell 
road and the sts ite magnanimously 
gave (2) us $5,000) and forthwith 
charged us back $6,589.00 to help pay 
for its other roads. These facts are 
either not known by our men who make 
up the various budgets, or they ignore 
them, for in spite of them, year by year 
they make. demands far beyond neces- 
sary increases, due to rising prices and 
changed conditions; and the heavy 
end of the burden rests and will always 
rest upon the owner of a house, a barn, 
a hen coop or a pig-sty. So far as the 
wealth of Andover goes into these tan- 
gible structures, so far we may hope ma- 
terially to increase the town exchequer; 
on the other hand, so long as the wealth 
of Andover flows as it now does, in 
swollen streams, outside of Andover, 
into bonds and stock and notes from 
which the town derives only a fraction 
in the form of corporation and income 
taxes, Just so long will Andover need to 
practice economy. Andover is rich, but 
its treasury is poor. We boast of in- 
vesting over $1,000,000 in Liberty Loans 
that pays no taxes. The facet is) in- 
seribed in big letters and the ensign is 
flung to the admiring crowd that lines 
the march on our great Welcome Day, 
but not a dollar of this leaches through 
into our treasury. We read of a $1,- 
500,000 drive for Phillips Academy, but 
not an extra dollar of this replaces the 
handful of meal in the treasury barrel. 


Seven hundred thousand dollars has 
been added this vear to Andover’s de- 
posit account, but only the tiniest 
fraction of it filters into our town 
treasury. Money is the most abundant 
commodity we have and people are 


spending as never before and for luxur- 
ies they little dreamed of possessing. 
The jewelers, auto manufacturers, piano 
makers, have more orders than they can 
fill; and people are giving as never 
before, $15,000,000 to Harvard, $10,- 
000,000 to Yale, $115,099,000 to Metho- 
dist church, and so on, and on, but all 
this monex somehow shies off from our 
town treasury. No rich men are giving 
to the town. They might do so and 
thereby win lasting gratitude from the 
townspeople. Outside of Mr. Wood, 
they build no houses, nor barns, nor 
hen-coops norpig-sties that our assessors 
can tax, but they send barrels of money 
into stocks and bonds and notes outside 
the town that yield little or no money 
to our treasurv. We have not yet dis- 
covered any way to procure money for 
the town expenses other than to take it 
out of our i1600 houses owned mostly 
by men and women of small means and 


that represent to them vears of toil 
and self denial.
